The train glided swiftly across the 
plains of north Texas, and at noon en­ 
tered the fertile v alley of the Brazos. 
Sev eral short stops were made, and 
one especially interested the president 
because of the manner in which it oc­ 
curred. 
When the citizens of Temple 
learned that the train would not stop 
at their city a hurried call of the city 
council was requested. 
The city fa­ 
thers immediately passed an emergen­ 
cy ordinance requiring the train 
to 
« top at the station 
three 
minutes. 
When this news was telegraphed the 
president laughed heartily and seemed 
pleased. 
He immediately issued 
in­ 
structions that the stop be made. Near­ 
ly the total population of the little 
city was on hand, and the greeting 
accorded the chief executiv e was most 
hearty. 
At Taylor, which was reached at 
12:30 p. m., the train was switched 
from the tracks of the Missouri, Kan­ 
sas and Texas railroad to those of the 
Internationa 1 and Great Northern and 
the run to Austin began. 
The capital 
city was reached at 2 p. m. and Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt was met at the station 
by Gov ernor Lanham, Lieutenant Gov ­ 
ernor Neil, and a committee of thirty 
citizens and members of the Texas leg­ 
islature. 
The president was in excel­ 
lent spirits. 
He expressed himself as 
being most pleased to arriv e in Aus­ 
tin under such 
auspicious 
circum­ 
stances. 
The entire party was placed in car­ 
riages and driv en to the state house, 
where President Roosev elt made two 
speeches, one in the hall of representa­ 
tiv es and the other on the lawn. The 
president was taken for a driv e ov er 
the city. 
The day was ideal, and so 
crowded were tbestreets that it prov ed 
a difficult matter for the militia 
to 
control the v ast throng. 
The school 
children of the city, both white and 
black, were lined up for rev iew along 
the line of march, and cheered lustily 
as the president passed.

One of the most enthusiastic dem­ 
onstrations of the day occurred at New 
Braunfels. When the special train ar­ 
riv ed there it was surrounded by 
a 
dense mass of surging people, all anx­ 
ious to greet the chief executiv e. New 
Braunfels is a German settlement, and 
is noted for its thrift and enterprise, 
and the president spoke encouragingly 
to the people, who cordially applaud­ 
ed his utterances. The long ride was 
brought to an end when San Antonio 
was reached shortly before 9 p. m.

Ma n Killed by Tra in a t Unio n Gro v e 
Indentified a t Christia n 
Pfeiffer.

The man who was k illed by being 
struck by a locomotive or falling from 
a train near Union Grove, Whiteside 
county, Tuesday has been identified 
as Christian Pfeiffer and since his 
name is learned it is recalled tha t he 
was a resident of Dixon for several 
years, a few years ago, and work ed in 
the shoe factory. He was a union or­ 
ganizer and shoemak er by trade and 
after he left Dixon he went to S te r­ 
ling for a time. The description ta l­ 
lies identically. 
The identification of the dead body 
was made by Mrs. Anna A. Huehn of 
Chicago who came to Morrison Wed­ 
nesday afternoon. 
Mrs. Huehn is a 
distant relative of the deceased and it 
was no trouble a t all for her to identi­ 
fy the body as being tha t of Christian 
Pfeiffer.

In one of 
tne pock ets of his clothing was a

Coroner Limerick sent a tele­ 
gram at once to the address and learn­ 
ed that G. Neidhamer was dead, but

Today any of these freaks will 
b ring from $500 to $800 each. 
The freak tw o cent pan-A m erican 
series of stam ps which turned up in 
Buffalo, N. Y., in the y ear of the ltaln- 
i b ow City exposition, 19 01, are now ra t­ 
ed at $55 each. Only a few’ of these got 
in circulation b efore it was discovered 
tha t the railroad train in the center of 
the stam p w as upside down. It is like­ 
ly tha t thousands would have b een sold 
had not a gentlem an wrho had purchas­ 
ed ten stam ps discovered the error 
and forthw ith w rote the b ureau of en­ 
graving and printing notify ing the of­ 
ficers. 
H e doub tless thought he w as 
doing a good service for the govern­ 
m ent, and doub tless he w as, b ut the 
stam p collectors denounce him as a 
chum p of the rankest ty pe.

One collector w as fortunate enough 
to corner the m arket b y getting pos­ 
session of a sheet of four cent stam ps 
of the Colum b ian series which w as 
printed b y m istake In steel b lue when 
its right color should have b een ultra- 
m arine b lue. 
H e got it a t its face 
value, and when he w ants to dispose 
of one he can readily get $35. 
There are a num b er of other valu­ 
ab le freak stam ps, b ut the errors of 
the b ureau of engraving and printing 
have b een rem arkab ly few’, consider­ 
ing the im m ense num b er of sheets of 
stam ps turned out every y ear.

The road 
consisted of ten planes, five of w’hicli 
were on either side of the m ountain 
and intervening levels. 
In 1835 the 
canal b oats w ere so constructed that 
they could b e taken in sections and 
hauled over the m ountain on Mat cars 
w ithout disturb ing their cargoes. 
The 
rails w’ere secured to stone sleepers, 
tw enty inches sq uare, which wore sunk 
in the ground. 
On the Old Portage road the b est 
tim e for the forty miles b etw’een Hol- 
Uday sb urg and Johnstow n w as tw elve 
hours. 
Express trains on the Pennsy l­ 
vania railroad now run a closely par­ 
allel distance over the Allegheny moun­ 
tains in a trifle over one hour. 
The 
passenger traffic on the road in those 
day s w’as usually lim ited to one car 
each way a day , w ith a capacity of 
thirty passengers. 
In 1854 the Pennsy lvania. Railroad 
com pany b ought the Portage road from 
the 
state of Pennsy lvania,—Chicago 
News.

vices or plans of any character.

W ith reference to gas and copper 
companies Dodd says: “No doubt many

writers, 
whose articles, accompanied by por­ 
traits and caricatures, are intended to 
create the Impression that Mr. Rocke­ 
feller was principal in the affairs re­ 
lating to the organization of the gas 
and copper companies, although 
no 
fact showing such connection is stated. 
The Standard Oil company has already 
denied that it had any connection or 
interest directly or indirectly in the 
organization of these corporations, and 
on the best authority the same denial 
is now made for John D. Rockefeller.

COMMENTS OF TH E PREACHETS 


Gladden W ants So mething; Mo re S p ecific»

Will Mr. Dodd specifically state that 
the group of men thus described do 
not own enough stock practically 
to 
control many of our im portant rail­ 
roads? Until this question Is definitely 
answered, other parts of the manifesto 
may be neglected.” 
Cambridge, Mass., April 7.—Daniel 
Evans, chairman of the committee of 
Congregational clergymen who have 
entered a protest against the accept­ 
ance by the American board of com­ 
missioners for foreign 
missions of 
Rockefeller’s 
gift, referring 
to the 
statem ent of General Soliictor Dodd, 
said: “The printed story of the Stand­ 
ard Oil company gives specification a ft­ 
er specification as to w hat the com­ 
pany has done, not only in the m atter 
of rebates but in levying tributes upon 
o ther concerns, in crushing out com­ 
petition, in establishing a system of 
espionage to find out the private busi­ 
ness of other 
concerns, etc. 
These 
documents are either positive proof of 
the iniquitous methods of the Standard 
Oil company or magnificent opportuni­ 
ties for a suit of libel against the pub­ 
lisher.” 
Boston, April 7.—Rev. Charles 
L. 
Noyes, a member of the Congrega­ 
tional committee opposed to the accept­ 
ance of the Rockefeller gift, comment­ 
ed as follows upon the statem ent given 
out by Solicitor Dodd: “Theprotestants 
have not brought any charges against 
Mr. Rockefeller. 
They have 
stated 
that he was under charges before the 
American people, supported by such 
evidence as carries 
conviction to a 
large part if not the majority of the in­ 
telligent end thinking people of this 
country.” 
He said 
the 
protestants 


wanted 
the charges 
disproved, not 
statem ents from Rockefeller’s friends.

Makes Further Confession of Graft 
Among City Officers. 
In relation to the graft charges 
brought against Fire Gbief Geddes of 
Elgin, mentioned in last evening’s 
paper, the report of Alderman Pear­ 
sall further states: 
“He admitted that he received and 
accepted 10 cents a foot on hose he 
purchased for the city, $5 on a horse 
he purchased for the city, 1125 for a 
switchboard put in the fire depart­ 
ment and 1200 on a repeater put in 
the fire department. 
Also tbat he 
had purchased at least $50 worth of 
articles from merchants within the 
last year, oharging them to the fire 
department when they were for his 
private use or for his friends.” 
"Politics was the cause of it all,” 
said Chief Geddes. "I was forced to 
make a heavy donation to the fund 
and was urged to regain it from the 
city. 
That steeped me deeper and 
deeper.” 
Preliminary to the court investiga­ 
tion the aldermen have referred the 
charges to civil service investigation. 
State’s Attorney Reid is said to be 
prepared to act. 
Alderman Pearsall, leader of the in-, 
q uisition committee, led a similar 
crusade six years ago and revealed a 
scandal in the water department, 
which resulted in the return of 16,000 
to the city treasurer.
